“Such methods and m easures as will 
make for th" better performance of 
the work of the state will be put into 
operation, regardless of their political 
effect,” continued the governor. “The 
cause of good government can be serv­ 
ed best only bv serving the 
people 
best. 
That*is by thorough, business­ 
like conduct of the public affairs. Only 
in the constant pursuit of such a policy 
can the people’s continued confidence 
in this administration find justifica­ 
tion. 
Governor Davis announced that he 
will, from time to tin e , as the occa­ 
sion requires, call upon the foremost 
authorities in Ohio on financial and 
other questions to meet and work with 
him on public problems. 
Discussing 
economy. 
Governor 
Davis said: ‘The heavy financial bur­ 
den which has been placed upon the 
people by th« war. the effect of which 
is still reflected in the form of heavy 
juid unprecedented taxation and in the 
high cost of living generally, demands 
th d t all government a r f reties he 
carried forward with th" utm ost econ­ 
omy compatible w*ith good government 
and sound business methods.” 
Referring to form er Governor Cox’s 
statem ent, contained in his final mes­ 
sage to the state legislature Inst we*k 
♦hat the cash balance on June SO. last* 
>9,OI1,182 is larger than the balance 
at the end of any previous year. Gov. 
Davis said: 
• 
“To avoid the possibility of a mis­ 
understanding. I believe it should be 
explained that this is not a balance 
th at can be used for general state pur­ 
poses. It should be understood that it 
consists largely of special fund bal­ 
ances. 
“Nearly* $8,000,000 of it belongs to 
tho stat? highway fund and must be 
spent for state highway purposes. The 
high condition of this fund is due to 
the extensive retardation of highway 
work in recent years* 
“The only part of the balance quot­ 
ed by my predecessor th at is usable 
for general state expenses is 
$931 - 
063 78—the general fund balance 
on 
June 30, 1920. This is the amount to 
which the general fund has dropped 
from a balance of $7,026;i01.98, which 
contained on December 31, 1912. 
“It show? the crying need for
